A man who worked under Lord Exsest Rutherford and 
went on himself to win-a Nobel prize in physics delivered 
the second Rutherford Memorial Lecture in Moyse Hall 


last night. 


British scientist P.M.S. Black. 
ett, a researcher in nuclear phy- 
sics, a field pioneered by Ruther. 
ford at McGill, Manchester, and 


. Cambridge, spoke of Rutherford 


and his work, He also outlined 
recent advances in the field, il- 
lustrating the lecture with photo: 
graphs including some of his 
own, showing discoveries in the 
realm of sub-atomic particles, 


The lecture was under the 
auspices of the Royal Society of 
London, which perpetuates the 
memory of Rutherford by spon- 
soring lectures by former asso: 
ciates of the pioneer at’ places 
where he made some of his 
great discoveries. 


It was at McGill that Ruther- 
ford, who came here in 1898, 
first discovered the spontaneous 
decay of radioactive elements 
and interpreted the phenomenon 
correctly as the transmutation of 
one element into another. - 


Professor Blackett, who is 
presently Dean of the Royal Col- 
ege of Science in South Ken- 
sington, first came into contact 
with Rutherford at the Caven | 
es Laboratory at Cambridge in 
1921, 


_ Professor Blackett, then a re- 
cent graduate, was set to work 
by Rutherford on the study of 
the bombardment of the nitrogen 
atom by alpha-particles and 
the resulting transformations. 
The chief instrument used in 
this research was CiT.R. Wilson’s 
cloud chamber, which enabled 
experimenters to observe the 
tracks left by atomic particles as 
they underwent collision with 
each other. Valuable information 
about the composition of matter 


and about the elementary parti 


cles was thus uneartherd. 


The lecturer recalled Ruther. 
ford the man as well as the 
scientist. He commented on Ru: 
therford’s faith in experiment to 
determine truths, while having 
Slight disrespect for pure theo: 
rists, whom he once described 
as “playing with their toys”, 


Professor Blackett paid tribute 
to Rutherford as a organizer and 


planner of scientific work. He. 


expressed appreciation of Ru- 


~therford’s setting problems for : 


Le 


young men like himself, who, he 
said, would otherwise have been 
without clear objective. He spoke 
of Rutherford’s genius for plan- 
ning the directions of research, 
instinctively knowing which li- 
nes of investigation would prove 
fruitful and which would not. 
Professor Blackett recalled 
how Rutherford had speculated

Of all the Montreal public using the transportation 
system the student feels the recent fare increase the most, 


McGill, Sir George, and the University of Montreal are 
all “street-car colleges’, which means that most of the 
students reside in the city and travel to and from classes by 
the public transportation system. McGill: students lost the 
use of the Milton Street parking lot, which makes parking 
almost impossible, and the car-owners of the student body 
have therefore joined the bus-travelling population. 


The student is also faced with the lack of income during 
the academic session, not to mention the fee raise, 


The subject of reduced fares for students first came 
up in December of 1956, and resulted in a well-remembered 
vigorous outburst of enthusiasm, costing the Montreal 
Transportation Commission approximately one hundred 
thousand dollars. Such outbursts should not be encouraged. 
The need for action, howewer, is still here. 


It is up to the students and their leaders to bring these 
facts before the Montreal Transportation Commission, the 
City administration, and in particular the Mayor of Mont- 
real, who used reduced rates for students as part of his 
election platform. This can only. be achieved in an orderly 
and democratic manner. : ë |

ations to the MTC. Censure of the SEC was proposed at the 


time, and eventually a modified motion that “the SEC be - 


asked to give explicit leadership in the years to come”

a University — 


The following examination of 
a untversity’s function was sub- 
mitted by Professor Louis Dudek 


- of the English Department. 


The Canadian writer Frederick 
Philip Grove, in his autobio- 
graphy In Search of Myself, dis- 


cusses the function of the mo- - 


dern university and the position 
of the student: 


“In times gone by the univer- 
sity had had one most important 
function; that is, in times when 
the imparting of knowledge was 
its sole function, not the certifi- 
cation of candidates for position 
or rank in the state. The mo- 
ment the aim became the latter, 
the function I am speaking of 
ceased to operate. It consisted 
in bringing together the keenest 
minds from all strata of society: 
the TOA levelled, in the 
field of -intellectual endeavour, 
poor and rich, peasant and lord; 
and, on the whole, it Jevelled up; 
all modern levelling is done 
downward, Peasant and lord had 
to meet and could meet because 
the universities were small. Sin. 
ce university “standing” has be. 
come the prerequisite for position 


in the hierarchy of ‘the state, the. | 


institution has become too large 
and unwieldy; within the student 


body social distinctions define 


themselves as rigidly as they do 
elsewhere, 


“No matter what else they 
may give, s¢hool and university 
should, first of all, bring young 
people together -on the same 
level, So-long as those with 
whom the student comes in con:- 
tact derive from the same social 
stratum as himself. the contact 
cannoti give him anything essen- 
tial.” 


How much of this is still true 
of the Canadian university? 
Grove was a European by origin 
and education, and there the 
class relations are more marked; 
but if we do not have fast class 
relations, we have money rela- 
tions. “The rich are different 
from us,” said F. Scott Fitzgerald. 
The social structure of McGill 
University — Faculty and stu- 
dents, Students’ Society, Fra- 
ternities Union, Faculty Clubs — 
has a close relation to Montreal 
city and to Canada. Isn’t a lot 
of it patterned after the society 


— and often, not the society of. 


today, but the soclety of fifty 
years ago? ;
